LOCATING THE HISTORIC 
BATTLE GROUNDS O F THE 
BATTLE OF THE KNOB J 
Two miles Northwest of Deca­ 
tur in Wise Coutny. 
A friend of mine, C. B. G reen­ 
wood, living in A ustin, who is 
m ore fam iliar with early Texas 
history, 
Indian 
fights, 
t h e i r 
raids, custom s and loer than p er­ 
haps any one in the State, asked 
me if I ever heard of the bloody 
and 
u n fo rtu n a te 
Indian 
fight 
with the soldiers of the Republic 
of Texas, in 1837, in Wise Coun­ 
ty on the head w aters of the 
T rin ity River. I told him I had 
not. 
He said one very reliable 
historian of Texas from 1682 to 
1898 states th a t the fight oc­ 
curred in Wise County but some 
people believe it occurred f u r th ­ 
er W est. However, no one really 
knows ju s t w here it took place 
and stated th a t the battle is call­ 
ed the “ Battle of 
the 
Knobs.’' 
K now ing th a t I was w ritin g my 
memoirs and fifty years of Texas 
politics, and much of its early 
history of Wise County, p ro m p t­ 
ed his inquiry.
